Weare glad to be able 
to make this favorabie report and feel satistied 
that they will be equally well 
pleased to receive it. Ifour country consins 
could see and realize the work that has been 
and is being done by our city authorities,aiaed 
by the Sanitary Association, to purify and 
keep the eity clean, they would have perfect 
confidence in our ability to keep eff an epidemic 
ali summer.

She hasclear, baimy 
skies, refreshing airs and a temper- 
ute climate. she has an unlimited 
water supply at her doors, and a means 
of ridding herself of her sewerage such as but 
few cities possess. A little effort, a small ex- 
penditure, shows what enterprise and intelli- 
gence can accomplish. The Sanitary Associa- 
tion begin their work of disinfecting the ccss 
pools at once. Their instinct is wise. The 
cesspoo)s of this or any other city are the hid- 
den danger. Having them we must look after 
them closely and dose them powerfully with 
zinciron.

THE TOPIC OF THE DAY. 
Interest in the progress of the yellow fever in 
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the scourge for the first time this season. Two 
cases of yellow fever occurred in the Crescent 
City, one of which was fatal. The Board of 
Health there immediately commenced disin- 


fecting the biock where the patients dwelt, 
| 


and took immediate steps for th 
general disinfection ofthe whole city. From 
Louisville up to this morning the third death 
was reported, but allthree cases were import- 
ed—the victims having been Memphian refu- 
gees. One suspicious case was telegraphed 
from Cincinnati, while in New York two deaths 
and three new cases were announced. So far 
the outlook is not so unsatisfactory. Memphis 
is the only city that has been virulently attack- 
ed by the disease, and the efforts to keep it 
confined to that locality appear to have been 
successful. Here in St. Louis there is nota 
single cas¢in town, and only one—that of 
the child Lizzy Draudy—at quarantine. Every 
now and then ‘‘suspicious cases’’ are crop- 
ping out, which upon investigation turn out 
to beecither chills, agae, intermittent or ma- 
lnrial fever. The most well-informed as to 
the sanitary co.dition of the city are the ones 
that feel most sccurity as to the exemption of 
the town from a yellow fever visitation. Of 
course the general! public are somewhat appre- 
hensive, but the more nervous and excited 
fenrs of last week have thoroughly abated. 
Much nore confidence is felt by 
the people, and ull anticipations 

a yellow-fever scare have died out. The pre- 
cautions adopted by the authorities have al- 
Jayed the fears of the public. 


The Board of Health. 

Health Commissioner Francis last evening 
was so exbausted from over-work that he had 
to retire to his residence and place himself un- 
cer medical treatment. This morning he dia 
not put In an appearance attne Health office, 
and it is thought he will not be able to leave his 
room to-day. Meanwhile the duties of the vari- 
ous health officials are pertormed smoothly as 
ever and a vigilant watch is kept over theentire 
city. Ajl the localities containing tenement 
houses are visited daily by officials and a re- 
portthereon made to the office. Every case 
that the peunicky public call ‘‘suspicious’’ is 
immediately investigated. Dr. Homan, the 
sanitary officer, ana his corps of assistants are 
busily employed. They scanthe city for nuis- 
ances, heaps of garbage and filth and at once 
cuuse their removal. 

Dr. Robinson said there was nothing to re- 
port. There was no case of yellow fever in the 
city. 

During the enforced absence of Mr. Francis, 
through sickness, Dr. Connery is Acting 
Health Commissioner.

Mayor Overstolz has pp sinecure during the 
presenttime.

Affidavits of Joseph 


New Testimony Froma Number of Wit- 
nesses. 


Mr. Garesche has very nearly campleted his 
chain of evidence in the Degonia case, and 
will bring the result before the Governor on 
Thursday next. 

The points which he can now establish in- 
dubitably are these: 

1. Polite and his companions were not in- 
vited. 

2. Thev took possession of the ball to the ex- 
clusion ot every one else. 

3..Polite began the fight and rushed out of 
doors, knife in hand, awaiting an assault. 

4. Joe Degonia was the last one to engage tn 
the fight, and did notthen until his sister-in- 
law told him Antoine was being cut to picces. 

5. Although he said he had given Polite 
‘*‘three damned good licks,’’ noboay supposed 
Polite dead. 

6 Dr. Taylor insists that the wound claim- 
ed by the Stute as fatal was not the cause of 
death. 

The other two brothers pleaded guilty as ac- 
cessories before the tact to murder in the second 
degree, and their plea was received 
and they gotthe lightest punishment allowed 
by law. Mr. Garesche urges that Joe Degonia 
could not be guilty of murder in the first de- 

ree. 

The statement made by Joseph Degonia has 

been beretofore in part made pub- 
lic. He had a ball, to which 
several ot his friends wereinvited, and aiter 
they had all finished supper and 
were about to begin dancing Jules 
Polite and three ot bisfriends came in and 
insisted on having supper. They were not in- 
vited, and came with the avowed intention of 
raising a row. 
Degoniatold his mother to give them supper, 
which she did, and was basely insulted 
while doing so. After supper Polite insisted 
on being included in the dancing list, and, 
with his friends, Ganced every set, taking 
up all the room, as there was only 
room for one set. At last the row began. Polite 
went outside the buuse flourishing his knife 
and threatening the Dagonias. Fiank 
and Antoine started at once to follow him, but 
were held back by Joseph and the women. 
At last, however, they got away 
and it was only when Antoine’s wife sereamed 
to Joe that her busband was all cut up, and 
when he heard that his mother was 
cut too, that heexclaimed, ‘‘Ican’t iet him 
murder the whole family,’’ und 
erkirng his knife from his pocket 
oe threw himself on Polite, whom 
he three times. Nobody knew un- 
til next morning that Polite was 
dead, when bis body was found at 
the bottom of amineral hole, in which it was 
claimed he had stumbled. 

Degonia’s mother makes affidavit to the 
facts, which so far as she knew them corre- 
sponded exactly with the statement made 
by her son. Only the in- 
sulting language, which she details in full, 
it is hardly credible to believe could be heard 
and not avenyed at once by a son. 

The affidavit of Elizabeth La Chance goes to 
prove that Joe did all in his power 
to quiet the row after it was 
raised, holding two brothers back 
bul- 
iying them and insulting them.

loncer. they jumped through the 
winoow and attack“4 Police, who stood with 
his knife in his hand, wSiting for them. ,

If there is one country in the world which 
is filled with apprehension and dismay at 
the prospect of the near future, that coun- 
try is England. For the past cighteen years 
that wealthy and energetic nation has known 
a steady and almost unequaled prosperity ; 
it has not only had its share of the gains 
modern inventions, dis- 
and but 


reaped a rich harvest from the waste of our

coveries improvements, it has 
war and the folly of our financial and eco- 
nomi¢e mistakes. But at last our commer- 
cial subjection to England has’ ceased, and 
instead of contributing to her varied and 
profitable industries we are a dangerous

It seems to be pretty well settled 
that we can export coal to England, and, as 
the cost of coal is a measure of the cost of 
manufacturing, the future of manufacturing 
in England is destined to the same fate as 
In fabrics of cotton, and 
in iron and steel, we can undersell the En- 
glish makers in their own markets. Al- 
ready, employment over there is scarce, 
at

if there were a prospect of 
future improvement, but the prospect is the 
other way. Employment is slack because 
the English manufacturer has lost his 
American market. Instead of regaining it, 
he may reasonably expect to see the Ameri- 
can manufacturer occupying the English 
market. Employment, instead of growing 
more plentiful, will grow more scarce; 
wages will be lower instead of higher. 
What is England to do? 

There is only one recourse—emigration. 
The population of England is too large for 
its resources under the new order of things. 
The country will not support its inhabit- 
ants; they must leaye. There is no help 
for it; there is no other alternative. A 
prudent, thnfty and economical nation like 
the French or Belgians, with the national 
wealth equitably divided among all classes, 
might prosper with England’s population 
and England’s resources; but in England 
the wealth, the capital, the property is in 
the hands of the few. The millions are not 
only poor, but wasteful and improvident. 
More than a million of them are paupers 
all the year round, and five or six 
millions of them are only one step 
removed from pauperism. Deprived of 
their irvegular and poorly paid employment 
they will be forced across the narrow gap 
which divides them from pauperism; they 
will be reduced to the condition of the 
Irish when the potato rot and famine of

Muarely, as it can not be avoided. England 
is overpopulated; it has more people than 
it can support, and its surplus population 
must go. Before ten years are over it is 
more than likely that the population of Eng- 
land will be reduced by one-third, and the 
change will involve a vast change in the so- 
cial and economical condition of 
the country. Land will lose one- 
half of its present value, a great many of 
the staple industries will be abandoned and 
their operation transferred to this country. 
England will take her place as a larger Hol- 
land or Belgium, as acountry which has 
attained the full measure of its growth, and 
which will thrive thereafter, not by the 
magical energy of creation, but by the 
sleepy process of accumulation. All her 
loss will be our gain, and then the world 
can stand aside and witness in this country 
a rapidity of development of which history 
furnishes neither example, precedent nor 
parallel. 


IMMIGRATION. 

The returns of the Bureau of Statistics 
show ahealthy and natural increase in the 
immigration into this country, the numbers 
for the first six months of the year being 
largely in excess of the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. There is every indication 
that this increase will continue, and with 
new sources to draw from the immigration 
within three or four years will attain pre- 
portions never before known in history.

Furious Jealousy of Josephine and the 
Good Cause Therefor. 


Mme. de Remusat’s Memoirs of Private Life in 
the Tuileries.

PARIS, July 5.—Nextto a revolution, Paris 
enjoys a scandalous memoir! French men and 
women, knowing this taste, before dying have 
a habit of writing piquant notes on the private 
moralities of such personages as fate may 
throw them into relations with. There is no 
literature in Christendom so0 laden with the 
riches ot domestic chronicles as the French, 
nor a language so susceptibie of giving, with- 
out shocking the conventions, tull swing to 
the follies and frailties of human passion. A 
language containing the memoirs of St.Simon- 
Cardinal de Retz and the Abbe Fleury may 
justly lay claim toa liberty of expression to 
which the exposition of rights 
in the declaration ‘of independ- 
ence is the formula of absolutism. Memoirs, 
totake the average French public, must be 
written with a free hand, and no one who 
readsthe charming stories of this species ot 
licerature loading the National library can 
justly complain that writers of French memorrs 
stood on the order ot what they told, however 
private or however flagrant. Paris, for the 
moment, is having one of its cherished sensa- 
tions. Itis standing before the domestic in- 
trigues ofthe first Bonaparte contemplating 
him in an unexpected and piquant attitude— 
that of 

LOVER AND INTRIGANT. 

The lively memoirs of ‘*La Marechale’’ Ju- 
not, Duchess d’Abrante, gave the first authen- 
tic glimpse into the passionate, almost flerce, 
love-making of the great Corsican. The value 
of the revelations, of their credibility, rather, 
was somewhat impaired by la Marechale’s all- 
pervading vanity. Ifthe lively Duchess isto 


be believed, Napoleon's love-making to her 
was nodeled on that of William the Conqueror 
to Matilda; for, though he didn’t roil the 
Duchess in the nearest horse-pond, he invaded 
her bed-chamber in broad daylight like the 
wildest freebooter of theta all. 
The character of la Marechale was ot 
ao light a sortthateven the French, fond as 
they are of this sort of detail and ready as they 
are to believe the scandal of royal personages, 
to some extent distrusted the revelations of 
Madame Junot, for the enemies of the Empress 
Josephine had strivento join her name with 
that ot the Marshal, and the story of the Duch- 
ess was considered rsomewhat as a quid pro 
quo. Fashionable salons, showever, never tire 
of hearing ‘‘theinterior,’’ as they call it, of 
their great men. Ouriously enough, it has 
been left until to-day forthem to read one of 
tbe most scandalous chapters of the life of the 
great captain, and that

who, while intimate with him, was not his 
paramour; while close enough to eive him 
counsel, was not dazzled by his rank nor 
thrown off her balance by his confidences. 
Mme. de Remusat, mother of the recent Count 


de Remusat, the friend of Thiers, the compan- 
ion of Josephine, has left her private diary, 
kept faithfully as only Frenchwomen can keep 
such records, during the consulate and the em- 
pire up tothe divorce of Josephine from her 
husband. The private scandals of Na- 
poleon I. generally répresent him 
us being exceedingly jeulous of Jose- 
phine, and bemoaning his unhappiness. You 
were regaled some time ago by a reproduction 
of some of his outbursts ot impatience wuile 
commanding the armyin Egypt, and aiso ot 
:ome violent attacks upon the tair fame of his 
wife on his return to Parisin 1799. The Bona- 
parte family hated Josephine with a hearty 
hatred, and was never slowin piling up against 
the poor woman every shadow that might be 
tortured into a shade of reflection upon her 
faithfulness to the vindictive Corsican .Mme.de 
Kemusat, however, shows Josephine in anoth- 
er light—that of a teartul, outraged, jealous, 
but never vindictive wife. Although, as befits 
a ludy of the haute noblesse of France ata time 
when haute neblesse incant something, Mme. de 
Remusat

high enough and keeps it suspended long 
enough to permit some curious giimpses into 
the manners and tne morals of the empire at 
its hearthstone, the Tuileries. The story from 
the pen of- Mme. de Remusat is more like a 


romance ofthe middlejages than the matter- 
of-tact details jotted down night after night in 
the common-place book of @ penetrating and 
spirited woman ofthe world. Mme. de Remu- 
Sat was twenty-two years old when invited by 
Napoleon with her busband to take place as 
personages of honor at the consular courts. 
Napoieon from the first maneuvered to sur- 
round himself with the nobler tamilies of 
the monarchial aristocracy and the 
Remusats were among the very first families ot 
the old regime. Very much reduced in fortune 
by the revolution ,and hopeless of the re-estab- 
lishment ofthe monarchy, the Count de Re. 
musat reluctantly accepted the place ot 
chamberlain atthis wnongrel court, and with 
his wite joined their fortunes to the rising power 
of Napoleon. It was an incessant cause of 
bitterness—even inthe Bonaparte family and 
among the intimates ofthe First Consul and 
Emperor—that, bowever rude he might ve to 
the world—and he could be very rude when he 
sO pleased—he always knew how to soften his 
manners andcurb his outbreaks before even 
the most unpretending of the veille noblesse of 
France. 
JEALOUSIES OF JOSEPHINE. 

In 1802 the Theatre Francais had just made 
an acquisition of two very celebrated (in their 
day) actresses, Mile. Duchenois and Mile. 
Georges. The first of these was appreciated 
for her brilliant talent, the second for her daz- 
ziing beauty. Mme. Bonaparte learned, shortly 
after the appearance of the latter, through the 
secret espionage of her valets, that the 
beauty had been for several nights se- 


cretly introduced into one of the smaller 
apartments of the palace. This discovery 
inspired her with the most frantic spasms 
of jealousy. Sheconfided her griefs and sus- 
picions to Mme. de Remusat, breaking into 
tears and deelaring herself abandoned and 
heart-broken. Mine. de Remusat tried to show 
the wife that the only way to regain the devo- 
tion of ber husband—ifit was really true that 
he was wandering—was by gentleness patience 
and sweetness—the sole remedies that awoman 
has in such cases of unfaithfulness. Josephine 
broke out into bitter complaints against the 
truant, calling him the most inconstant and de- 
praved of men,and from this proceeded to make 
most frightful revelations of 


HER HUSBAND’S IMMORALITY. 

‘*He has no moral principle whatever,’’ she 
declared; ‘‘he dissimulates his tendencies to 
vice because he fears that to let them become 
too conspicuously shown would lead people to 
suppose him following in the line of monarchial 
practices; but were 1 not here,’’ added Jose- 
phane, bitterly, ‘‘to prevent him he would 


soon deliver himseit over to passions the most 
shameful. Hasn’t he seduced one after anoth- 
er all ot his sisters? It is a frightful misfortune 
to me,’’ she added, ‘‘that I have not 
been able to give Bonaparte a_e son, 
Thisis always a subject upon which his family 
seize to make him hate me and trouble my re- 
ose.’’ 

‘ ‘*But.’’ said Mme. de Remusat, ‘‘the child 
of your daughter Hortense Beauharnais (mean- 
ing the ex-brother of NapoleonIll.) will very 
much repair this misfortune. The First Consul 
loves him very mucb and will finish by adopt- 
ing him.’’ 

‘*‘Alas!’’ responded Josephine, ‘‘that has 
been the great object of my hopes, but the 
strong and jealous character of Bonaparte will 
always be opposed to methere. His family 
have malignantly taken part in the

concerning the conduct of my daugliter Hor- 
tense, and the birth ofherson. The hatred of 
my enemies has ascribed this infant [meaning 
the brother of Louis Napoleon] to Bonap arte 
himself, and that is enough to make Louis [at- 
terward king of Holland] refuse to consent to 
any arrangement which should make that son 
the heir of his brother.

Mme. de Remusat attests that the unfor- 
tunate Josephine had but too much reason for 
these suspicions, and adds that it was quite 
true that whenever Napoleon had taken up 
with a new flame he showed a spirit of simply 
devilish violence, acerbity and heartiess- 
ness. He even took pains to announce to Jo- 
seuphine each occasion that he found a new

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DARING ESCAPE FROM JAIL, 


Three Prisoners Crawl Under the Prison 
Yard and Up the inside of a Wall. 


{From the Reading Eagle. } 

Yesterday three long-term prisoners escaped 
from an ironclad cell of the Lancaster jail. The 
convicts were Charles Gibson, who was sen- 
tenced tor horse-stealing on November 22, 
1876, for aterm of eight years; Alonzo Ham- 
bright, sentenced on November 23, 1878, fora 
term of ten years, for the robbery of the aged 
Mrs. Rogers; and Charles Gvuodman, sentenced 
on April 25, 1879, tor a term ot five years, 
for robbing the Eisenhart premises 


at Millway. The nen were confined 
in one iron cell. About tour inches 
from the floor is a small iron register, 
fourteen inches wide by six inchesin depth. 
This was cemented into an open space in the 
iron plate, and was easily removed. The men 
then sawed or cut theiron plate (barely one- 
fourth of an inch in thickness) down to the 
floor, a depth of about four incihes,and,getting 
a perch upon it,broketheiron plate attne other 
side, thus giving them an opening to the fur- 
nace of about two feet in width and eight anda 
half inches in depth. The instrument used 
must have been of the finest order, the iron 
plate, where cut, exhiviting a surface as 
Sinooth as glass. 

Through this aperture they groped to the air 
chuamber—which is constructed like a sewer, 
fullv four feetin diameter, and extends not 
only the entire Iength of the building, but runs 
out under the prison yard, and up through the 
wallon the north side of the prison yard. 
Through this they casily passed, without fear 
ot detection, for they couid neither be seen nor 
beard. When they reached the passage that 
led through the wall, it was an easy matter to 
ascend, the width being such that a foot could 
be placed On either sive and supported on pro- 
jecting stones, after a manner tuat a ‘‘sweep’’ 
would ascend an old-fasbioned chimney. The 
top of the wall reached, there was nothing be- 
tweenthem and liberty butadrop, at arms’ 
length, of a few feet to the eartn.

A DARK SUBJECT. 


‘What Was Thought of Telegraphy When 
Telegraphy Was No More. 

{From the New Zealand Observer, July 27, 5890. } 

A discovery has recently been made more 
startling than that which attracted the atten- 
tion of the whole scientific world three years 
ago, when Dr. Smith announced that in his 
excavations on the site of ancient New York 
he had unearthed long lines of iron wire run- 
ning through the streets at about the height 
of second story windows, the  signifi- 
cance of which he was wholly at a 
loss to conceive. They ran for 
miles, and were attached to wooden poles, 
not immediately, but by means of iron hooks 
covered with glass, which closely resembled 
in shape the necks of ancient bottles. Some 
also were found to run underground and oth- 
ers over housetops, and great numbers of 
them—nearly all, in fact—entered one large 
building. where they were connected with 
singular steel and brass objects armed with 
keys.’ This building seemed to be the main 
point of their emergence, while their other 
extremities were found in houses far aud 
near; the extremities of others — could 
not be found, since they ran off into districts 
in which as vet no excavations have been 
conducted, and some of which are wholly sub- 
merged under the water which, as geologists 
tell us, poured down uponthe country from 
the creat lakes upon the breaking awav of 
the rock barrier to the north. ‘The discovery 
which we have now to announce is still more 
startling, being nothing less than that what was 
once the American continent was connected 
with Europe in the same way, though the 
wires are larger than any hitherto found. At 
the extremities of these metallic 
chains, or rather cables, the same 
steel and brass instruments or 
contrivances have been found; the meaning of 
which. as of that of the cables in the now dry 
bed of the Atlantic, our savauts are totally 
unable satisfactorily to explain, though there 
are several more or less plausible theories in 
regardtoit. It is evident now that Dr. 
Smith’s first opinions in the matter are un- 
tenable. It will be remembered that when 
he made his discovery three years ago he was 
of the opinion that the wires were intended 
to hold up the’ houses to which they 
were attached, and to keep them 
from falling tothe ground. This theory he 
based on the fact that most of the houses in 
New York were constructed in so fragile a 
manner aud were so tall that without some 
such support they must have toppled to the 
ground in ease of a high wind. That high 
winds of the nature of cyclones were preva- 
lent in New York 1s evidenced by the fact that 
the upper parts of many of the buildings are 
found to have been blown and twisted into 
conical fforms running straight up towards

THE AUSTRIAN CRISIS. 


The Explanation of the Remarkable De- 
feat of the Liberal Party. 
{From the London Times, July 12.] 

The elections to the Austrian Reichsrath 
have resulted in a serious loss to the German 
Liberal party. That party, consisting for the 
most part of representatives of the German 
element in the Austrian State, has lately com- 
manpded a powerful majority in the Reichsrath. 
It has used its influence in favor of the liberal 
principles which since the disasters of 1859 and 
1866 have so conspicuously tended to the re- 
generation of the country. Though its total 
loss is computed at forty-five seats, it will still 
remain in a smal! majority when the elections 
are complete; but it will find itself confronted 
by acompact opposition, recruited from all 
the malcontent sections into which the most 
heterogeneous State in Europe is divided. 

The remarkable change in political senti- 
ment disclosed in these elections is attributed 
to various causes in different localities. Mis- 
management in the last session of the Reichs- 
rath has seriously impaired the power and 
influence of the dominant Constitutional par- 
ty, and thus every party opposed to it has 
found its opportunity in the present electoral 
struggle. In some districts the clerical in- 
fluence has proved unexpectedly powerful. 
In others local tendencies have profited by the 
confusion in the Constitutional ranks to se- 
cure agreater influence inthe Reichsrath. 
But the leading characteristic of the elections 
in all the great provincial  dis- 
tricts has been rr movement of 
compromise and combination among 
the great proprietors. Hitherto the vote of 
the great proprietors has been, for the most 

art, cast in favor of the Constitutional party. 
But the general reaction against the Liberal 
majority has largely tended to effect a fusion 
between the Constitutional and Feudal sec- 
tions of the proprietary class, and thereby to 
revive the waning influence of the latter. 
Strenuous efforts have been made by the Lib- 
erals to recover the support of their former 
allies, but, in general, they have met with 
little suecess. The Constitutional proprietors 
have thrown in their lot with the Feudalists, 
and their representatives will be ranged on 
the Conservative side in the new Reichsrath. 

W hat the net result of this reconstitution of 
parties may be, itis at present very difficult 
to determine. The Liberal or Constitutional 
party still numbers 182 against an aggregate 
opposition of 171, composed of very hetero- 
geneous elements. It will, therefore, com- 
mand a small majority—sufficient to check 
any attempt to remodel the Constitution in a 
Federalist sense. The victorious Conserva- 
tives, indeed, disclaim ali intention of mak- 
ing any such attempt. They profess to be 
anxious for nothing more than stability and a 
rest from disquieting clive. Nevertheless, 
it cannot be doubted tliat they have gained a 
substantial victory against their opponents, 
and it yet remains to be seen towhat use they 
will put it.

A BABE IN TH 


EK WOODS. 
The Wanderings and Death of a Little 
Girlina Vermont Forest. 

The Burlington, Vt., Free Press contains 
un account of a little girl’s wanderings and 
death in the forests about Ripton. Two little 
girls, the daughters of Mr. J. E. Goodyear, 
were sent on an errand to a neighbor’s house 
half amie away. Returning, one of them 
went py the road and the other took a foot- 
path through the woods. Julia, 
who had gone by the road, 
returned home safely, but the other, 
Bertha, who was only nine years old, did not 
appear, and her mother becoming anxious 
started at once in search of her daughter. 
Soon finding that the little girl had wandered 
from the path, she gave an alarm, and a small 
body of men that constanly received accessions 
formed askirmish line and the forest was 
thoroughly searched for about a mile anda 
half with no success, except the finding of the 
girl’s track attwo widely separated points. 
All the logging roads with which the forest 
abounded were closely examined, when dark- 
ness put an end to the search for 
afew hours. Reinforcements having arrived, 
a foree of overa hundred men followed the 
roads by lantern Jight for an hour or two, 
when, tbat failing, a halt was ordered until 
daybreak, when some 150 men pushed on, 
determined to find the little oné. They found 
tracks following the north branch of Middle- 
burv River, which flows through some steep 
hills in a rough,rocky chasm that would appal 
any but the strongest nerves from undertak- 
ing its descent. For some mile 
and a half further the gir] 
was tracked, in which distance she 
crossed the branch twice, and having reached 
the juuction of the stream with the south fork 
she again crossed the stream, clambering up 
a high, almost perpendicular rock, and, over- 
come by the excessive exertions of the past 
few hours, lost her hold and fell thirty feet to 
the rocks and river below, crushing in a small 
portion of the skull in the upper part of her 
forebead. She was apparently. instantly 
killed and floated into an eddy of shallow 
water, where she was found about 6:30 by the 
searchers and, aftera little delay, taken to 
her almost distracted parents,

e Convicted Prisoner Says 
About His Recent Career. 


Detailing the Relations of Himself With 
Mrs. Sterling. 


His Account of His Treatment at the Hands Of 
His Lawyers. 


The Criminal Court room was crowded to its 
utmost capacity at 10:30 o’clock this morning, 
when the matter of granting a new trial in the 
case of Wm. O. Smith, the would-be murderer 
of Mrs. Sterling, sentenced to eight:years’ im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary, was taken 
up. The principal grounds urged for 
the granting of a new trial were that Smith had 
been sold out by his attorneys, Messrs. Frank 
D. Turner and Van Hoorbeke, being bought 
up bythe prosecution. When thecase was 
called allof the parties to the muddle were 
present with the exception of Mr. Van Hoor- 
beke, whois at St. Paul, andthe bar was sur- 
rounded by prominent attorneys. Ex-Judge 
of the Criminal Court William C. Jones arose 
and offered an affidavit in evidence of Frank 
Flannagan. The document, which is quite 
lengthy, sets forth that the affiant, Flannagan, 
paid to Messrs. Van Hoorbeke and Edward 
Deere the sum of $1,400 to procure from the 
prisoner, William O. Smith, an afitidavit re- 
tracting in full all statements that he 
had made derogatory to the character 
of Mrs. sterling to the reporters ot various 
newspapers inthecity of St. Louis. He had 
done so through a desire to protect tne wife of 
his late partner in business from newspaper 
attacks. He turther stated that he never paid 
one cent to Mr. Frank D. Turner for apy pur 
pose in connection with the case. 

The affidavit was allowed to be filed. 

Judge Clemmens, of counsel for the defense, 
then read the defendant’s affidavit, which has 
already been given to the public through the 
columns of the Post-DIsPpaATCH. Its most 
salient points are that Messrs. Turner and Van 
Hoorbeke refused to examine witnesses for 
the defense, and that thev also refused him 
permission to go upon the stand and testify in 
bis own défense. 

Mr. Joy, for the prosecution. moved to 
strike outthe affidavit of the defendant, on 
the ground that it was not filed prior to or at 
the time of the filing of the motion for the new 
trial. The motion led to quite an argument, 
which resulted in the Court deciding that the 
affidavit should be filed, bat not read, and that 
the defendant and convicted prisoner, William 
VU. Smith, should be permitted to take the 
stand. 

Smith arose from the dock, and, with a free 
and jaunty air, wended his way through the 
crowd to the witness stand. He was dressed as 
neatly as possibie,and looked and acted as if he 
knew thata new trial depended upon his tes- 
timony. 

Smith’s Statement. 

He took the stand and testified: My name is 
Williams O. Smith, andlam 27 years of age, 
and am now under conviction in this Court. I 
know Mrs. Clara B. Sterling. I first met her 
at her farm near Summerficid, Lil. She sent 
for me, that was in May, 1878, and 
engaged me to Go labor on her tarm. 

At this juncture Judge Cline on behalf of the 
prosecution arose and objected to yvoing back 
ofthe time thatthe assault was made by the 
deitendant upon Mrs. Sterling. 

The objection was overruled, the Court stat- 
ing though that he cared nothing for the bis. | 
tory of the case beyond the connection GI the 
lawyers with it. 

Smith resumed bis testimony as toliows 

When this matter transpireu (meaning | 
the assault on Mrs. Sterling) 1 was arrested 
and taken to the caluboose. I there mat 
Charies Taylor, citv editor of the Glove-Dem- 
ocrat, who suggested that I .secure the | 
services of Charles Be Johnson. Hie | 
further got Mr, Johnson to eall and | 
seeme.

further promised that I should receive $500 
for making such an aflidavit, and that I would 
be cleared or admitted to my treedom on straw 
bail, when I could leave the town. I said to | 
Mr. Turner thatisa lie, andI would not sign | 
such a paper, even though it | 
was to save my _ sister. Mr. Turner 
paid me another visit within a couple of days, 
and made me the same proposition again, 
which I flatly refused. Shortly after that last 
visit, l was called upon b Van Hoorbeke, | 
a lawyer of Carivle, wg who also spoke 
of affidavit business, stating that I 
had done wisely in not engag- 
ing any of the Four Courts 
attorneys, as they were a most disreputable 
Class. I then secured his services and he 
brought me an affidavit to sign similar to that 
proposed by Mr. Turner. He had the paper in | 
his possession, which he informed me had been 
dictated by Mrs. Sterling at the | 
Sisters’ Hospital. I took the affi- 
davit; struck out several clauses which 
related to my never having known Mrs. Ster- 
ling other thanas a chaste, virtuous lady. 
Van Hoorbeke informed me that Mrs. Steriing 
did not wish to prosecute me, but wished me to 
gO away ere her busband’s return. 
At this point the prosecution. 
Cline, offered an

objection to the intro- 
ducing of the affidavit given by 
Smith as evidence, taking the stand thatthe | 
prisoner, who is a convicted felon, should nat | 
be allowed to go so far and so broad in his | 
statement. Healso recounted how the pris- | 
oner had endeavored to make a defense onthe 
grounds of emotions? insanity, and that his 
family physician had been brought 
from Indianapolis, on the 
day of trial, when the insanity dodze was | 
dropped. 

Judge Laughlin ruled for the prosecution, 
and orde red Mr. McBride, of the defense, to re- 
strict his questions so as to shield Mrs. Sterling 
as much as possible, and deal only with the 
attorneys. 

Smith resumed: I refused to sign 
the affidavit and wrote a letter to Mrs. Sterling | 
yiving my reasons way I could not sign it. 

Mr. Van Hoorbeke took my letter to Mrs. 
Sterling, or at least pretended to, and then | 

came back tome. He again urged the signing 
of an affidavit, stating that Mrs. Sterling wish- 
ed to settle the matter amicably 
with her husband. The money for 
bail he said would be turnisbed by Mrs. Ster- 
ling and Flannagan. Isigned the atti davit, 
and Van Hoorbeke haiuded me unaer his plug 
if 2lsOinformed me that he had | 
received $250 from Mrs. Sterling to defend me. 
Iie tendered me the money trom his plug hat so 
that the guards would not see it. I 
next met Frank D. Turner. It 
was at the screen of the jail, and he reproach- 
ed me for not having made the affidav't 
through him. Soon afterwards Van Hoorbeke 
came to me and said that he was unfamiliar 
with the courts, and advised me to engage the 
services of Frank D.Turner, as he knew every- 
thing that was required, and would be paid by 
Mr. Flannagan for Mrs. Sterling. Some | 
two or three days atterwards, I had consented | 
to employing Mr. Turner already, hecame to 
me and said that he had received no fee and 
that for me to write to Van Hoorbeke and tell 
him that if he did not come over and arrange 
with Flannagan sothat he (Turner) Gould re- 
ceive his fee I would give the entire business 
away to the repo: ri told him 
that I could not get the 'eti-« by the guards, 
and he said that he would arrange that, that ir 
necessary he would get an order from Judge 
Laughlin for thut purpose. The letter went 
outall rishtand Van Hooibeke came over. 
Sbortly atter that time I spoke to Turner about 
getting Johnson, Charles P. Johnson, to assist 
with th@ case, and he said that it was 
useless.

Their Number Daily Decreasing—Two Em- 
ployers Kefuse to Sign the Contract. 


The striking coopers held a slim meeting this 
morning at Vorwaerts Hall, about one-fourth 
of their original number being present, the 


rest having returned to work. The following |

shops have failed to sign the contract. and 
when they agree tothe coopers’ demand the 
strike will be ended: 

Belcher’s Sugar Refinery cooper shop, Sec- 
ond and O'Fallon streets, employing i16 men. 

Charles Wuenderlich, Ninth street, between 
Monroe and Exchange. employing 30 men. 

Henry Springmeyer, Chambers, between 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets, employing 14 
mene 

Jaynes & Uo., Empire Shop, Second and 
Webster streets, employing 75 men. 

Adding together the number ot employes 
tormerly working in these shops,it will be seen 
that the total amounts to 235, which is the 
number of coopers now out of work. ‘Ten shops 
within the pastten. days have agreed to in- 
crease the wages oftheirmen, and as each 
boss signed the contract his old hands resum- 
ed their former places and withdrew from the 
strikers, thus decreasing the number of the 
latter. The number of hands now at work un- 
der the new order is about 340, making the 
original number 575. About 100 coopers left 
the city shortly . atter the strike 
began, and, subtracting this number from the 
one stated above as awaiting the signatures of 
their employers, it reduces the number of the 
discontented to 135, which composed the au- 
dience at Vorwaerts Hall this morning. At 
the commencement of the strike these men, 
575, were all engaged at work, and should the 
rewaining shops agree to the increase demand- 
ed, there would pe 100 positions vacant which 
might not be — filled. and thuse shops now 
holding back would be the sufferers.

The Board Resolved to Wind Up By Liqui- 
dation. 


Probability That Deposits Will be Paid 
in Full. 


Just as we went to press, shortly before 4 p. 
m., the Board of Directors of the Exchange 
Bank resolved to go into liquidation. Mr. 
Dwight Durkee is the President of the institu- 
tion, and Mr. E. C. Breck, cashier, The capital 
paid up is $250,000. The amount of deposits 
about $600,000. It is claimed trat the deposi- 
tors will receive whateveris due in full, but 
the stockholders, it is said, will probably lose 
from fifty to sixty per cent of their stock. ‘The 
liquidation is said to be entirely due 
to a desire to avoid dangerin the future, and 
nottoan absolute necersity. Tbe Exchange 
Bank was chartered in 1856, with 
a capital of $500,000, and, besides 
Mr. Dwight Durkee and Mr. Breck, the pres- 
ent board consists of B. W. Lewis, Jr., Geo. 
I, Foster, Wm. Mitchel, Th . Bartholow, 
Abraham Davis, John B. Grayand Edward 
Whittacker. The members of the board refused 
to give any information whatever upon the 
subject, when asked by the re- 
porters. But there is no ao ubt 
whatever that the fact remains 
as we stated: The Exchange Bank will cease 
to exist. It has resolved to go into 
liquidation. And it will probably pay every 
dollar of the deposits.
